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OURAGE is efteem’d fo ef- 
fential to a Soldier, that He who 
is but fufpected of Cowardice is 
look’d upon as unworthy of the 
Sy) Service; and when prov’d a 
Daftard, is broke without Mer- 








cy. 

' ; Nay, to fuch an Extravagance 
is this Notion carry’d, that, at bome, as well as 
abroad, in Times of Peace, as well as War, ina 
drunken Fray, or accidental Quarrel, as well as 
in the Caufe of the Public, or the Day of Battle, 
the Man or War muft make good his Title to 
his Commiffion, by the ready Ufe of his Sword, 
by the free Sacrifice of his Blood; and muft even 
violate the Laws of his Country, in order to com- 
ply with the Duties of his Funétion. 

‘Should we ask under what peculiar Obligation ,a 
Soldier lies to obferve a Condu& of this peculiar 
Kind? We fhall be anfwer’d: A Regard for his 
Honour : We hall be told, That Honour is not only 
the Soldier’s Mifre/s, but his /dol: That he fcarce 
acknowledges any other Deity: That this Honour 
of his is, withall, of fo nice and delicate a Nature, 
that the very Breath will tarnifh it : That, there- 
fore, it is his fole Study to preferve it in its original 
Purity and Brightnefs; or rather to improve its 
Luftre, till from an undiftinguifh’d Point of the 
Galaxy, it becomes a Star of the firft Magnitude. 

But doth this Honour confift only in fulfilling 
the bare Duties of a Soldier? Is the Idea of a Gon- 
rage to be limited to the expofing the Body to 
Wounds or Death? Is there no other Kind of 
Cowardice than that of fhrinking from Danger in 
the Field, or trembling at the Point of the 
Sword ? 

If we fhould be anfwer’d in the Negative, it 
follows, thata Mrtirary HERQ, may in a Court 
fubmit to any Kind of Servility and Bafenefs, 
with as little Reproach as a Pimp, or a Prieft: 
may, in Sicknefs, out-whine an Infant; may, in 
a Storm, out-clamour a Woman; and in the 

_ Way of Bargain and Sale, may out-coufen a 
ew. 
But fuch Doétrines as thefe, I perfuade myfelf, 
there is no Man, no Englifhman at leaft, to be 
found abandon’d enough to propagate, or avow: 
Nor, I hope, to countenance by his Example. 
The Chara&er of a Man of Honour and Cou- 
rage fhould be unifarm; Danger of any Kind he 
- fhould be able to face with the fame intrepid Coun- 
| tenance: Not only to fght for his CouNTRY ac- 
| cafionally, but to ferve it always, he fhould efteem 
» bis firtt, great, and indifpenfable Duty: To the 
| Huffar who fights for Plunder, to the Swi/s, and 

every OTHER Mercenary, who FIGHTS, oF 

sHOULD fight for Pay, he fhould leave every dirty, 

fordid, felfith Confideration: And he that does not, 
' however brave or enterprizing, I am afraid, will 
rather be look’d upon with Terror than Admira- 

» ticn, 

In England, efpecially, a Soldier ftands upon 
| more flippery Ground than almoft any where elfe : 
” For, asthe Charaéter, confider’d as a Mercenary, is 
> foreign to our Conftitution, no Provifion hath as 
» yet been made, to exclude the profe/s’d Servant, 
| from acting as one of the Direéfors of the Com- 
» monwealth. 

*  Inplain Terms, a Soldier may here be a Part of 
| the Le————-e, and may find himfelf, in Confe- 
© quence, fo unluckily fituated, as not to be able to 
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fulfil his Duty in one Capacity, without rifquing 


-his Interef# in the other. 


He, therefore, who is thus circumftanc’d, fhould 
poflefs a two-fold Courage, and in the Senate fhould 
be as little concern’d for his Pay, as in the Field 
for his Life: One Vote may bring more Mifchiefs 
upon his Country, than the Valour of all his 
Race could atone for : It follows that if, on any 
fuch critical Point, he betrays a craven Spirit, and 
deferts his Poff to fecure his Baggage; however 
prodigal he may have been of his Life, it is plain, 
his Heart fail’d him, when the Vanities and ‘Trap- 
pings of it were in Danger ; and in that Inftance, 
at leaft, he became obnoxious to thofe Ceufures 
which, as a Soldier, he muft have dy’d to ob- 
viate. 

For, as there is a Pamem—_ry Courage, fo there 
is a P————y_ Honour ; which to the Man of In- 
tegrity, is the immediate Fewel of his Soul, (to 
borrow the Phrafe of Othello) tho’ we fee it tram- 
pled upon by the Proffitute, as a Thing of no 
Value. 

Why then is not this Par————ry Honour, 
which is thus founded upon Par———ry Integrity, 
and muft be acquir’d with Par———.ry Courage, 
as highly efteem’d, as paflionately coveted, as ten- 
derly cherifh’d, and as inviolably maintain’d, as 
any other Species of Honomr befides? Upon what 
Pretences can it be refign’d? Or, for what Rea- 
fons fhall the departing from it be excus’d? 

No Member of either H——e acknowledges 
within Doors a commanding Officer, whatever he 
may be oblig’d to do without: In the Uppers in 
particular, according to the antient Conftitution, 
thofe who compos’d it, as Brad?on witnefles, were 
call’d Comites, quaft Soci Regis ; and fo far were 
they from being fubje& to the Commands of the 
Crown, that, on the contrary, the fame Bradéton, 
and after him Fleta, {peaking of the faid Comites, 
adds, Qui cum viderint Regem stint FRENo, FRre- 
NUM /ibi apponere tenentur: And of the Lower we 
have a very old Authority, which fays, That, in 
doubtful Cafes of Peace and War, Di/putetur 
per Pares Parliamenti, and, if need be twenty 
five fhall be chofen (a manifeft Committee !) de om- 
nibus PARIBUS REGNI; which are thus fpecify’d ; 
Two Bifhops, Three Proétors, Two Earls, Three 
Barons, Five Knights, Five Citizens, and Five 
Burgeffes. 

Nay, however fhorn of their Beams the two 
H-——s may now appear, in Comparifon with 
their antient Glories, both are ftill at large in 
their Deliberations and Refolves: And if any one 
Member of cither fhould bow his Neck to the 
Yoke, his Servitude muft be voluntary, 

Martial Law follows no Man into Pmt, the 
Enfign is there upon a Level with his General, and 
may freely oppofe him to his Beard, So late as the 
Reign of Charles II. Complaint was made by the 
noble Lord Lucas, even in the King’s Prefence, of 
a Praétice which his Majefty had given into, of at- 
tending the Lords Debates, as having a Tendenc 
to over-awe the Houfe, and lay a Reftraint on thofe 
Proceedings, which, as one of our upright Saxon 
Kings, on his Death-Bed, declar’d of his Subjects, 
ought to be as free as Thought itfelf, 

Thus we find the Privilege of P————t as fa- 
cred, as the Prerogative of the Crown ; and con- 
fequently no legitimate Excufe can be made for any 
deviation from it, in Compliment to any Minifter, 
or any Prince, or upon any Point whatever. 





Should any Man argue, that tho’ he may do 
this freely, he cannot do it /afely: That his Ne- 
ceffities have oblig’d him to be a Dependent; and 
that if he aéts according to Con/cience he thall be’ 
undone: Would he not, at the fame Time, ac-

Should any one make ufe of that trite, ftale, 
hackney’d Pretence, That heeat the Kina’s Brean, 
and therefore thought himfelf oblig’d not to oppofe 
the Kimg’s Meafures. I anfwer, That the Phrafe 
ought, if poffible, to be expung’d out of the Lan- 
uage: That he eats the Peorrte’s Brean: 
That he receives it by annual Donation from the 
People : That the King bath only the Difribution :

receive, and which no FREE Man would offe: 
That the antient, open Intercourfe between the 
Sovereign and the Subjeét, is in a Manner cut off z 
And that in the C——e, "tis half a Miracle to fee
